ROAD HOG TO BLAME 
If the cau ses of au tom obile accidents are care­ 
fu lly stu died and analy zed, the natu ral conclu ­ 
sion will be to lay m ost of them a t the feet of 
the road hog. Here will be fou nd the origin of a 
greater percentage of the m any au tom obile ac­ 
cidents tha t happen annu ally throu ghou t the 
cou ntry . 
T here are m any phases of road hogging. M ak­ 
ing tu rns w ithou t signalling, driv ing to the left 
of the center of the highway , passing on cu rv es or 
hills, fighting for right-of-w ay a t intersections, 
parking on highway s, cu tting in and ou t of mov ­ 
ing lanes of traffic, pu lling abru ptly away from 
parking spaces w ithou t w atching for oncom ing 
traffic, stopping su ddently w ithou t w arning — 
these and other m isdem eanors are the acts of the 
road hog. T heir resu lt is, each y ear, thou sands of 
u nnecessary deaths, hu ndreds of thou sands of in­ 
ju ries, and millions of dollars in property d am ­ 
age. 
The whole au tom obile accident problem really 
rev olv es abou t selfishness and discou rtesy on the 
road. 
For ev ery intentionally reckless driv er, 
there are a dozen with an entire disregard for 
the rights of others. They apparently believ e 
tha t the highw ay s were bu ilt for them , and tha t 
it behoov es ev ery other m otorist to keep ou t of 
their way . They fail in the first obligation of 
ev ery driv er — to learn how to operate a car effi­ 
ciently before v entu ring onto the pu blic roads 
and streets, and then to m eet ev ery other m o­ 
torist half-w ay in m aking those streets and roads 
safe. 
T here are two way s to rid ou r thorou ghfares cf 
road hogs — a v igilant, w ell-trained traffic pa­ 
trol enforcing u p-to-date laws and u nrem itting 
edu cational efforts directed a t the driv er. The 
au tom obile accident problem can be solv ed — 
bu t only direct action, on a national scale will 
do the work. 


HAY FEVER CAUSES 
Long ago phy sicians learned tha t hay fev er is 
not necessarily cau sed by hay . Research shows 
tha t v ariou s v ictim s are affected by v ariou s su b­ 
stances. Ragweed pollen m ight affect one: a n­ 
othe r’s distress is cau sed by feathers. Remov ing 
a feather piilow and su bstitu ting one padded 
w ith cotton has been known to giv e relief in 
cases of hay fev er and asthm a. Some persons are 
affected by the pollen blowing from trees tha t 


blossom in early spring; others do not begin to 
sneeze u ntil late in su m m er. 
• 
Science has been able to determ ine the cau se 
by a series of hy poderm ic needle tests, w hich 
show the pollen and du st tha t cau se hay fev er 
and m ake known the su bstances to w hich a pa ­ 
tient is im m u ne. Science has g« ne fu rther tha n 
the w arning tha t w here one person has a cold, 
the m alady m ay be transm itted to some one else 
by a kiss. It now annou nces tha t kissing m ay 
accou nt for a good m any cases of hay fev er. The 
trou ble is traced, not to one v ictim who pre­ 
sents the disease to another, bu t to face powder. 
The base of m any face powders is orris root, 
w hich affects the nasal m em branes of some per­ 
sons. The fact tha t orris root is in close prox ­ 
im ity som etim es indu ces sneezing ev en w hen 
there has been no dem onstration of affection.

| bu rn the barn to get rid of the 
| rats,” he remarked. 
Former prominent Democrats 
su ch as Cox , Dav is, Colby and 
You ng are not inclu ded in the 
ex ecu tion of the New Deal, ac­ 
cording to the speaker who 
pointed ou t that new and inex ­ 
perienced persons were entru st­ 
ed to carry ou t the most impor­ 
tant parts of the administra­ 
tion’s program. 
“The good, old-fashioned Dem­ 
ocrats are farther back on the 
scrap heap than I am,” Mr. Wat­ 
son lau ghingly stated. He added 
that Senator Carter Glass, an­ 
other famou s Democrat who has 
opposed many acts of the pres­ 
ent administration, “wou ld be 
there, too, bu t they can’t get rid 
of him.” 
Among his personal remarks, 
Mr. Watson took occasion to say 
that he was not seeking another 
political post. “I hav e no office 
and I want no office,” he said, 
“bu t I hav e the interests of my 
cou ntry at heart as mu ch as I 
did du ring my half-centu ry of 
pu blic serv ice.” 
Reading from Mr. Roosev elt’s 
pre-election speeches, the ex ­ 
senator pointed ou t the glaring 
failu res of the Democratic ad­ 
ministration to abide by its 
promise of economy , stabiliza­ 
tion of cu rrency , etc. 
“We cou ld still u se the Demo­ 
cratic platform,” he smiled, “as 
it has nev er been u sed.” 
An 
old-fashioned 
protectiv e 
tariff is necessary to prosperity , 
Mr. Watson said. He pointed ou t 
that a protectiv e tariff does not 
gu arantee prosperity bu t that 
“we cannot hav e prosperity with­ 
ou t it.” 
He deplored the passage of 
many bills by the New Deal con­ 
gress which ru shed these mea­ 
su res throu gh becau se they were 
headed “emergency bills” before 
they had either been read or u n­ 
derstood by many of the legis­ 
lators. 
A prediction of inflation if the 
administration continu es in its 


present direction was made by 
the speaker who stated that sta- 
blity of money is one of the most 
essential things a gov ernment 
mu st hav e. " 
Mr. Watson praised the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt for its work in de­ 
claring a large part of the New 
Deal measu res as u nconstitu ­ 
tional. He predicted, howev er, 
that the administration wou ld 
pass su ch laws “that will u nder­ 
mine and destroy ” this high tri­ 
bu nal. 
Discu ssing President Roose­ 
v elt’s recent “breathing spell” 
Mr. Watson referred to it as “a 
letting go of the throat of Amer­ 
ican bu siness long enou gh to spit 
on their hands and get a better 
grip.” 
“If I was President,” the for­ 
mer senator said, “I wou ld sta­ 
bilize cu rrency ; I wou ld hav e a 
protectiv e 
tariff 
to 
protect 
American indu stry ; and I wou ld 
let bu siness alone and take the 
clu tches of. the gov ernment’s 
hands off of it.” 
Mr. 
Watson 
conclu ded 
his 
hou r-and-a-half talk with a plea 
for his hearers to stand by the 
Constitu tion. 
Cheers and applau se by the au ­ 
dience pu nctu ated the speaker’s 
talk as the large, enthu siastic 
crowd endorsed “Ou r Jim’s” crit­ 
icism of many acts created by 
the Democratic administration. 
There were no preliminaries to 
the former senator’s talk. He 
was introdu ced by Dr. Lowell M. 
Green, who serv ed as chairman, 
and the ex -senator began his 
speech following inv ocation by 
Rev . C. I. Stephenson.
